More  than  7,000  chilled  but

Kittens  Show  Great  Potential 
Despite  Bombing  by  Wyoming

Brigham  Young  University 
vaunted  freshman  football  team 
flitted  away  three  scoring 
chances  and  handed  Wyoming  a 
touchdown  on  a sliver  platter 
Friday  in  Cougar  Stadium  as  the 
invading  Buckaroos  whipped  the 
Kittens,  20-6. 

BYU’s  talent-laden  Frosh.  were 
their  own  worst  enemies  against 
Wyoming’s  strong,  well-disci- 
plined freshmen  who  won  the 
game  by  capitalizing  on  many 
Kitten'  mistakes. 

The  Gatos  were  obviously 
over-keyed  and  excited  as  evi- 
denced by  untimely  fumbles  and 
penalties.  The  Kittens  fumbled 
away  two  scoring  opportunities 
and  lost  another  through  a pen- 
alty. 

An  estimated  3,500  disappoint- 
ed fans  watched  the  Kittens  spot 
the  Buckaroos  a touchdown  ear- 
ly in  the  first  quarter  and  give 
them  another,  free  o£  charge, 
seconds  later. 

After  Wyoming  scored  first  on 
a 12 -yard  end  sweep  off  a re- 
verse, BYU 'fumbled  the  ball  in 
the  end  zone  on  the  ensuing 
kick-off  The  Buckaroos  pounced 
on  the  pigskin  for  their  second 
touchdown . 

After  several  close  but  furtive 
attempts,  the  Kittens  finally 
scored  in  the  fourth  quarter  as 


Gary  Dunn  heaved  a 35-yard 
pass  to  Lynn  Mathie  for  a touch- 
do  v/n. 

Wyoming's  final  tally  resulted 
from  shaky  BYU  defense.  Cliff 
Snyder  subterfuged  through  a 
host  of  would-be  tacklers  and 
broke  into  the  clear.  After  a 60- 
yard  sprint,  Dunn  hauled  the- 
Wyoming  halfback  to  the  earth, 
four  yards  short  of  the  goal  line. 
The  Wranglers  scored  three 
plays  later. 

Behind  13-0  at  the  half,  the 
Gatos  took  a third-quarter  kick, 
off  and  initiated  a drive  with 
such  power  and  determination ; 
that  the  Wyoming  defense  virtu- 1 
ally  crumpled  with  each  play. 

But  just  as  it  appeared  the 
Kittens  would  strike  pay-dirt, 
the  ball  squirted  out  of  their  | 
hands  like  a cherry  seed  with 
opportunistic  Wyoming  making 
their  third  important  recovery. 

Each  team  showed  powerful 
lines  and  speedy,  hard-charging 
backs.  The  big  difference  in  the 
game  was  Wyoming's  cooler, 
headier  play  as  evidenced  by  a 
BYU  defender  who  intercepted 
a Buckaroo  pass  on  fourth  down 
instead  of  batting  it  to  the  earth, 
which  lost  the  Kittens  some  20 
yards. 

Wyoming’s  better  - seasoned 
Buckaroos  have  had  *a  longer 
time  to  drill  and  have  played  one 
more  game  than  the  Kittens.
